r) ‘ been officially announced; but 


the line up as given in yesterday's 
4 Uvening Bulletin will be found sub- 
stantially correct. That there are 
diffieulties in selecting a cabinet 
by vote has no doubt been borne 
n upon the members of the now 
dominant party in the legislature 
during the past couple of days. 
It is worthy of note that since 
responsible government was 
achieved in the British Dominions 
this is the first occasion on which 
a cabinet has been selected by 
party caucus. It is a first step 
in government by the ‘‘organisa- 
tion’’ instead of by the majority. 
While the sinister figure of the 
party boss did not appear in the 


eaucus which concluded its sit- 
tings on Friday, the principle 
which he advocates was in evi- 


dence, and the cabinet was select- 
ed by a method which, so far as 
can be done, relieves the premier 
from responsibility for the ac- 
tions of members of his govern- 
ment; and to like extent makes 
them independent of him. This 
means government by ‘‘log roll- 
ing.’ It is an attempt to dis- 
place the British system of ‘‘re- 
sponsible’? government by the 
United States system ‘*tem- 
porary autocracy.’’ 

It is a government’s business to

majority. A government exists 
for the public service it can ren- 
der, Under the elective system 
it lives by popular favor.

| idea of the responsible system is 
that the members of a govern- 
j ment are jointly and equally re- 
sponsible for all its administra- 
tive actions.

responsible. By that system the 
country has the advantage of 
: unity of purpose in all matters of 
government; which is a first con- 
dition of efficiency. 
This unity of purpose is assur- 
‘ ed by the fact that the premier 
has full freedom of selection in 
choosing his colleagues. The gov-

A series of rainy 
seasons would recoup the losses,

try again on its feet. But if an- 
other dry cycle should follow the 
present situation would again de- 
velop. At best a succession of ups 
and downs is all that can be ex- 
pected over a great area in what 
is known as the ‘‘dry belt’’ if or- 
dinary farming methods continue 
to be followed and the natural 
supply of moisture is depended 
upon. While considerable tracts 
are capable of irrigation, the cost 
| of such undertakings places a 
somewhat formidabie tax on the 
land and in any case only a small 
fraction of the country can be ar- 
tificially watered. It is a big pro- 
lem, and a serious one, serious 
|alike for the farmers and business 
interests directly concerned, and 
fraught also with large conse- 
quences for the Province 

With each successive crop fail- 
ure has come the suggestion that 
| farming in that area might as well 
|be abandoned as too risky; that 
|the wiser course would be to re- 
| move the settlers, by Government 
lassistance, to some other locality 
and allow the dry belt to revert to 
| range 
of despair. It proceeeds upon the 
assumption that the southern dis- 
tricts cannot be successfully eul- 
tivated; that farming there is im- 
possible; and that the country is 
only fit for ranching. It would be 
obviously a somewhat large un- 
dertaking to transfer thousar.ds of 
farmers into a new district, locate 
them, liquidate their liabilities, 
and start them on the way to pros- 
| perity with Government funds. 
And if done, the development of 
the southern districts would be 
practically fixed as incapable of 
expansion. The number of cattle 
which a ranching country will 
support is strictly limited, and 
does not increase with the years. 
To withdraw the farmers and turn
